Applicant's amendment filed September 20, 2004 has been fully considered by the 
Examiner but is not deemed persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Heller does not disclose or fairly suggest correcting defective pixels 
in the OB region, only in the effective pixel region. 

In response, Examiner notes that the teaching of the Heller reference is not limited to an 
effective pixel region. Heller discloses storing locations of defective pixels of a sensor array 
such that those pixel locations can be corrected. Examiner notes that one skilled in the art would 
clearly recognize that pixels in the OB region can be defective, just as pixels in the effective 
pixel region can be defective. As such, the teaching of the Heller reference as a whole teaches to 
store the location of defective pixels, wherein those pixels can be any of the pixels on an image 
sensor, whether they are in an effective pixel region or an OB pixel region, such that they can be 
subsequently corrected.
